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THE (OAL TROUBLES.
Avrnoven no final settlement of the troubles
in the ooal regiona of the State has yet been
effeoted, it seems to be underatood in each
district, as well as by the coal dealers, that
there will bo & generdl resumption of work
about the first of May. If this anticipation
is not realized it will be solely becanse some
of the miners and operators still have a slight
doubt whelher the cessation of production
has been sufficiently protracted to emsure a
prolongation of high prices during a consid-
erable period after work is resumed; but the
public have little reason to share this fear.
As a practioal result of the strike, the coal

consumers of the land will be compelled to
pay the bulk of all damages it bas cansed, or,
in other words, to maintain thirly thousand
men, with their families, in idleness, daring
& period of about four months. The ruinous
gompetition between the various coal dis-
tricte, while it has occasionally lowered the
price of coal temporarily, has inoreased rather
than diminished ils average cost during
a series of months and years; and
until there 8 a  better relation
established between the facilities for produc-
ing the proper supply and the demand, there
will continue to be a great waste of capital, a
great loss of labor, a Hreat deal of finanoial
embarrassment and distress among coal ope-
rators, and sl some periods terrible extor-
tions upon ooal consumers. If thore was any
legislative wisdom in the State, this is one of
the subjeocts upon which it should have been
exercised long ago: but legislative wiadom is
seemingly a thing of the past, and the Legis-
lature, acting under the incitement of vari-
ous interests from time to time, has
done  mothing to restrain the
development of evils which statesmen should
have foreseen, while it has afforded every
. possible facility for the establishment of the
present condition of affaire. The proposed
system of arbitration may do some good in
mitigating the evils of violent encounters be-
tween the counl operators and the operatives;
but the root of the difficulty is over-produe-
tion and over-development, and the only sure
way to oure it is to strike at this root, If the
coal-carrying companies could agree upon the
production of their respective distriots, and
graduate the working force in each to the
actual demands of the country, the whole
question could be settled permanently on this
basis. But as matters are now arranged,
periodioal strikes are unavoidable, and they
will continually recur until a considerable
portion of the present force of miners are
compelled to abandon the pursuitin which
there is now only work enough to keep them
all employed for two-thirds of a year.
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THE HOUSE OF CORRECTION.
Tax leading provisions of the bill relating to
the House of Correction which Councils re-
queated the Legislature to adopt were very
necessary and unobjectionable; and althongh
some amendments may have been wise and
proper, the action of the lower branch of the
Legislature in defeating the bill, as a whols,
was a flagrant outrage upon the cilizens of
Philadelphia. The members from this city
wko opposed it merely beoause it anthorized
a tax of fifty dollars, in addition to the State
license,upon the vendersof spiritnousand malt
liquors, may earn the gratitnde of those who
are specially interested in the liquor traffie
by their action, but they deserve the severe
condemnation of all ether oclasses of citizens.
If they were particularly anxious that no new
license tax should be imposed, they should
have made a zealous effort to transfer to the
city treasury, where it legitimately belongs,
the.sums now paid to the State for licenses.
Bu tin view of the long-continued demand
for the House of Correction, they
should not bave allowed either this tavern
license clanse of the Dbill, or any
minor detail, to have postponed the estab-
lishment of an institution which Philadel-
phia has sadly needed for a mcore of years.
Their action on this bill affords a new evi-
dence of the evils whioch this city habitually
and continually suffers from her practics of
sending to Harrisburg members so ignorant
and inferior that they are often the laughing-
stock of their country associates, and capable
of distinguishing themselves only by some

notorious act of folly or corruption.

AMNESTY.

Tae Amnesty bill passed by the Honse of Re-
presentatives, and which we Dbelieve is
acoeptable to the best and most influential
people of the whole country, hangs fire in the
Benate, and there appears to be a disposition
among some of the prominent Republican
Benators te defeat it. We doubt the expe-
dienoy of the Ku.klux bill, which will doubt-
less pass in substantially its present shape,
and we are confident that so far from allaying
the irritation and bad feeling at the South, it
will only increase them, unless it is accompa-
nied by an amnesty measure that will eon-
vinee the intelligent people of the South that
there is a real desire on the part of the Gov-
ernment to heal the wounds of the war, and to
interfere as little as possible with the domestie
Afllairs of the several States, Many of the best
men of the Bouth—thess who are really dis-
posed to be good citizens—are atrongly con-
vinced that all the repressive measures
8 by Congress towards the late Rebel
are merely for the purpose of main-

the ascendancy of the Republican

party. This idea is erroneous, but it is nev-
ertheleas firmly fixed in many minds, and the
Democratio journals of the country, instead
of aiding to bring about a permanent and
peaceable reconstruction, are using all their
influence to misrepresent the actions of Con-
grees, and to increase the ill-feeling which is
one of the natural results of the war and of
the legislative measures whioch were neces-
sary before the Rebel Btates could with pro-
priety be restored te their proper places in

the Union. The time has most oerlainly
corme when a broadand liberal polioy ia neces-
sary unless the irritation of the South is to
be a wource of trotible for the futare, and
now s the time when & general
amnesly which will restore the proseribed
olasses of the Bouth to full citizensahip will be
of avail, a8 an appropriate finale to the recon-
strootive measures of Cengress, to inangurate
a reign of peace and to put an end to the dis-
orders that will gontinue so long aa the pro-
seription of the participants in the Rebellion
in a part of the polioy of the party in power.
Amnesty must come some time, and it will
be better now than next year or the year after,
If wears to wait until every Southerner is
transformed into a quiet, law.-abiding citizen,
we will have to wait forever; and it is a seri-
ous question whether the outrages which are
reported a8 ocourring in some of the States will
not pooner cease if they are left to the oare of
States themselves than if the General Govern-
ment attempts to take them in hand, If we
muat bave a Ku.klux law, however, by all
means let it be accompanied by an amnesty
measure which will put an end to all further
pretext for the deeds of violence against which
the former is aimed.

TAMMANY'S TRUMP CARD.

Ix the session of 1870, the Demoorats had &
majority of 4 in the Benate and 16 in the
House of Representatives of the New York
Legislature. At the last election this majority
was out down in the House to one, and even
this meagre margin was obtained by Tam.
many Hall only by counting out a Republi-
oan who was clearly elected in one of the New
York city distriots. At the nexk election, it
was more than probable that the Republioans
would have obtained a clear majority in the
House, and Tammany Hall determined to
make the most of the present session. Buta
few days ago, iman evil hour, one Jim Irving,
a notorious desperado who held a seat on the
Democratic side from New York city, had the
temerity to s'rike in the face one of the
country Democrats, while the Houss was
actually in session. Agsainst this indignity
the country Demoorats revolted, and Senator
Tweed, who runs the Hoffman.Tanmany
machine, was obliged to foree Irving into
resignation. This mede the House a tie, and
reduced the Demooratio strength to one below
the number required by the Constitu-
tion for the final passage of bills.
The eitnation was oritical. Several of the
most important Temmany bills were yet
hanging fire, including one which is to turn
over to Tweed and two or three confederates
the revenues of New York city, to be disposed
of as they shall deem best, without a shadow
of responsibility to the people. The Republi-
cans took advantage of the situation by unani-
mously pledging themse!ves to vote against
the whole string of Tammany bills, every
member of each house elected asa Repub-
lican signing a solemn compact to remain
true to the reso'ution of the cauncus, Tweed
and Tammany were in consternation. A bill
was introduced at once providing for a special
election to fill the vacancy cansed by
Irving's resignation. The Republicans voted
solidly against it, at the outset, and Tammany
Hall was dismayed.

In this emergency there was but one course
to be pursued. BSomebody must be bought,
and, happily for Temmany Hall, somebody
was for sale, The infamous scoundrel who
put himself np at aunction was one Orange 8.
Winans, local Buperintendent of the Erie
Railroad at Dunkirk, and Republican member
of the House from Chauntaugua county,
the representative of a strong Republican
constituency, who was elected by a majority
of 1217 in a total vote of 6727. On Friday
evening tbis man Winans said toa friend,
‘“No man can break the compact we have
made and be less than utterly disgraced;”
and on Saturday he rose in his place and an-
nounced, amidst the enthusiastic applause of
the Democratic members, that he had deter-
mined to vote against the Republicans. It is
understood that, for so doing, he is to receive
75,000 in cash, and to be promoted to an
office in the Erie concern with a salary of
#5000 insured to him for five years.

So Tammany Hall has played its trump eard
and won, The iniquitous measures which
were imperilled by Jim Irving's assault on the
country member are sure of passage, and
Tammsny Hall will have at its disposition
for use in the next Presidential campaign the
entire revenues of New York oity. Tweed
was playing for high stakes; but Jim Irving's
hasty temper came near spoiling the game,
A supreme effort was necessary, and it was
made. The bribe offered was too high
for the  virtue of a man ' who
has been for years in the employment of Fisk
and Gon'd. But it remains to be seen
whether or not the renegade will be suffered
to live outside of the penitentiary. Even
in New York there is a law which makes
bribery a penitentiary offense. If that law is
not enforced in all its severity against Orange
B. Winans, Tweed's Legislature had better
repeal it forthwith. The Republican party
of New York has for years past been fighting
against terrible odds. A clear majority
of the homest legal voters of the
State are firmly attached to the party,
but Fenton and Conkling have contrived to
rend the organization into two great fackions
by their struggle for supremacy, and, with
Tammary Hall presenting a united front,
defeat after defeat has been sustained. When
fate placed it within the power of the party
to put a temporary ocheck to the schemes of
Tweed, a traitor in the camp was unearthed
who deliberstely sold himeelf and his party
to Tammany Hall, The results of this trea-
chery mre not yet fully developed,
i they are confined to the
simple plundering of the  tax-payers of
New York eity, it will be well; but, in view
of the ulterior designs of the Tweed conspira-
tors, it is possible that they may extead much
faxther and assume much more momentous
proportions. But the greatest calamity that
can befall the cause of honesty and decency
will be the esoape of the rensgads Winans
from the just consequences of Lis treacherons
0OUrso,

\

Tur National House of Representatives,
after an interesting and animated debate, has
decided by a close vote to return to the old
syntem of commenocing the sessiona of oach
new Congress in December, instead of on the
fifth of Jarch. Sinoe thereis no longer any
speocial necessity for continuons seasions like
that oreated by Andy Johnson's amiable peou-
liaritios, it seems desirable that the conntry
and the Congressmen should obinin the re-
pose contemplated by this action. If it is
troe that any part of the world was ever gov-
erned too much, surely the United Siates is
in danger of being placed in that predioa-

ment, especially when Congress is in nearly
permanent session.

Tu=z bill providing for a geologioal survey
was recently indefinitely postponed in the
lower branch of the Btate Legislature. As
this was a usefnl measure, likely to benefit
all sections of the State, and in accordance
with the spirit and demanda of the age, it was
of course doomed to defeat. The occupants
of the Btate Capitol nmy commit any con-
ceivable folly, endorse the most flagrant
wrongs, or vole for the most iniquitous
measures, especially such as are advooated by
a powerful moneyed interest, but the worst
enemies of the Harrisburg Solons can never
accuse them of originating and willingly
adopting hwa cf general utility.

Ar Br, Cmcmm'r 8 Ermooran Cuuvrcnm the
pssistant minister, Rev. W, H. N. Stewart,
LL.D., preached an interesting sermon last
evening, which will be found in full on our
inside psges. This discourse, we understand,
was originally delivered by Dr. Stewart some
ten yeara ago, but bears repetition at present,
a4 it contains a full resume of the history of
the Church, with special reference to the pe-
culiar practices which have recently created
an excitement at 8t. Olement's Church.

Tae dead-lock st Harrisburg may produace
some good results by protecting the people
from the nsual batoh of legislative monstrosi-
ties. If the mumber of private bills run
through the Legislature happens to be some-
thing less than & million this year, Pennsyl-
vania can still outlive such a calamity, and
flourish se well that new dead-locks hereafter
will be rather things to be hoped for than
misfortunes to be dreaded.
